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exchanger 34, a second throttle 
apparatus 35 and an evaporator 36 
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Therefore, even if the outside air 
temperature is high, discharge 
pressure and suction pressure 
of the compressor do not rise, 
the heat pump apparatus can be 
operated in a stable refrigeration 
cycle, and energy can be saved. 
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
